SAID TO BE IMPURE 


Report of Experts Made Basis 
for Injunction Suit 


Los Angeles—A quiet, middle-aged | 
woman with a compound microscope | 
and a test tube has thrown this city of | 
500,000 souls into a near panic. 

She ts Dr. Ethel Leonard, expert 
bacteriologist, who has just completed 
a report on the water delivered to the 
city through the recently finished $23,- 
000,000 Owens River aqueduct, pronoun- 
cing it unfit for human consumption. 

The taxpayers and the men who en- | 
gineered the great gravity siphon by | 
which the mountains speed their melted | 
snows across 225 miles of foothills and! 
desert, were particularly astounded by | 
Dr. Leonard’s report, made in conjune- | 
tion with a chemical analysis by Dr. 
A. F. Wagner of the University of 
Southern California. 

The result has been an injunction’ 
suit to prohibit the city from delivering 
the water to consumers until after the |
